"CAREERS FOR WOMEN" 

Tlu i-.t .A. of R.V.C. is to be conrplimcnt- 
cd in that they have organised a series of talks 
upon ••Career.* for Women." Beginning on 
Monday next they have invited a number of wo- 
men, each outstanding in hfr particular sphere 
of life, to give a talk which will be the lounda- 
lion of what must prove to be an excellent sub- 
ject for careful consideration. 

With this age of transition has come the 
breaking down of the double standard and man 
can no longer put forth his furtive boast that 
he can do things which woman cannot do. Mar- 
riage appeared to be the opening in the past, 
then the thin end of the wedge was inserted in 
ihe sphere of careers with the advent of the 
woman teacher. It was a long and tedious 
stretch of time that led up to the beginning of 
the twentieth century but things which are 
worth having are worth waiting for. 

As we have it now there ar& few profes- 
sions to which a woman cannot be faid to be as 
worthy to enter as a man, and indeed in some 
cases they are far more fitted. One wonders 
how men have had the audacity to predude wo- 
men for so long a time. They are here and like 
the poor they are always with us. A recent book 
review in this paper of •'Careers for Women," 
compiled and edited by Doris E. Fleischman, 
presented a broad and fascinating view of the 
many opportunities for which women of deter- 
mination, patience and imagination are quali- 
fied. It would appear that all three are neces- 
sarj' at the same time. With men but one of 
them has been adjudged as an ample suffici- 
ency for a man to blunder through life. The 
three are, of necessity, contemporaneous; it is 
for men to find out too. 

The issue as it presents it.self to the women 
at McGill is ■whether or no the acquisition of a 
B.A. degree is a distinct asset to the achieve- 
ment of what we may call thé fuller life, for un- 
doubtedly that is the end to which they strive. 
The Arts degree is mentioned specifically, as 
those preceeding to a vocational degree have 
Assumed that their field is iii that particular 
direction, and also because in tht stricte.'ït 
.sense of the word the Arts degree would imply 
an education in the liberal arts, and here is the 
nucleus of that which we call culture. 

Vv'oman undergraduates are liable to regard 
with undue pessimism the chances they have for 
finding suitable etnployment, that is employ- 
ment which affords a pleasant and interesting 
means of earning a livelihood. Thus they as- 
sume economic independence and push farther 
into the background the thought of marriage. 
But one need not look beyond the graduates of 
this university to find women who have in every 
degree realised the best success in happy en- 
vironments. 

In intercollegiate circles one generally 
hears the words "Queen's girls," Varsity co- 
eds", but it is al-w-ays "McGill women," so it 
augurs well. 

THE CHORUS GIRL

his aitcr lUc It i'.i n rccoUeclloii of 
tb.'s period that Kipling wrote hl.'i 
schoolboy stories. 

Av the at'c of IT he returned to 
Ind'a and obtained a position on a 
newspaper. InlSST he became :i.ssist- 
ani editor on another ncwspixper. 
While in this capacity, ho toured 
I:idii and wrot« many stories wh'cli 
he lir nted in liis paper. In the same 
year these stories were Halbered and 
printed In the book "Plain Tales from 
the Hills". Following closely came 
several other hooks which were en- 
liiiisia»tically wolcoiiind in all Rngllsh 
counlrie.'j Within the ,noxt few yearn 
Kipling returned to ICnu-land, toured
